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Victim's family to sue city 


'Failure to restrict access' 
to where teen drowned 
created 'trap': Lawyer

The family of Demetreous Beals, 
who drowned last year in Lake 
Banook, plans to sue the city, saying 
it should have locked up the beach 


at night. 

In a notice of intended action 
filed May 22 at Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court, Alanda Beals 
claims the city didn't take "any rea¬ 
sonable precaution" to restrict ac¬ 
cess to Birch Cove Park. 

"The failure to restrict access ... 
created a dangerous trap that 
(HRM) ought to have taken precau¬ 
tions to prevent," lawyer Sean Lay- 
den writes in the notice.

Layden says the city should have 
locked up the beach when life¬ 
guards weren't around, or posted 
signs telling people not to swim un¬ 


supervised. 

On June 27, 2007, Demetreous 
Beals and two friends went to Birch 
Cove at 8 p.m. The Dartmouth teen 
swam to a wooden platform 125 
metres away from shore and then 
drowned. 

The suit claims an unspecified 
amount of damages on behalf of the 
teen's estate, including funeral ex¬ 
penses. 

Demetreous left behind his mom, 


his dad, Otis Williams, and his 
grandparents, Lavone and Joseph 
Beals, all of whom miss him, the 
documents state. 

Demetreous won a citizenship 
award in 2005 when he fought for 
improvements to his neighbour¬ 
hood playground. He was an eighth- 
grade student at Bicentennial 
Junior High. 

The city has not yet filed a defence.

Jail time unlikely 
for ex-principal 


Poor children need 
right facilities: 
Philanthropist

When Bill Strickland drove 
around some downtrodden 
neighbourhoods of HRM he 
recognized the kids he saw. 

"They all look the same, 
man," he said. "Whether it's 
Halifax or Pittsburgh or De¬ 
troit or Johannesburg. They 
have the same pathology and 
the same sad story, and the 
kids stand on the corner at 2 
o'clock at night, with nothing 
in their eyes." 

He believes the good news 


is that they can all be helped 
in the same way. 

"Hope is hope," he told a 
packed Cunard Centre audi¬ 
ence yesterday in a speech 
sponsored by the Greater 
Halifax Partnership. 

"There's nothing wrong 
with these children that af¬ 
fection and good food and 
fabulous facilities won't cure." 

Strickland is president and 
CEO of Manchester Bidwell 
Corporation. He grew up in 
the Pittsburgh ghetto, where 
he would later build a 
groundbreaking job-training 
centre and community arts 
program. By providing state 
of the art facilities to under¬ 
privileged youths, the centre 
has seen dramatic success.

Strickland was in Halifax 
to talk about how Halifax 
can recreate that success. 

His philosophy is that 
many children under-per- 
form because they can't visu¬ 
alize themselves being more 
successful and in a better en¬ 
vironment. 

That's why he thinks they 
need to be shown that envi¬ 
ronment. 

"We have to put positive 


images in front of kids' eyes. 
Right now the images in 
front of them aren't very pos¬ 
itive, so the idea is to change 
the landscape," he said. 

Strickland said his facility 
aims to do that by providing 
artistic and professional fa¬ 
cilities to youths, so they 
have an outlet to develop 
their talents and feel a sense 
of pride and accomplish¬ 
ment. 

"If you build world-class 
facilities, you get world-class 
kids," he said. 

Strickland's dream is to 
eventually build 200 such fa¬ 
cilities — 100 in the United 
States and another 100 
across the world.

An 18-year-old man has 
pleaded guilty to the second- 
degree murder of Matthew 
James Ayer last October.

According to a recent 
Supreme Court of Canada

Cornwallis statue ‘hurtful’ 

Remove governor 
who ordered 
scalping: Mi’kmaq

Edward Cornwallis, memori¬ 
alized in a downtown statue 
as the founder and first gov¬ 
ernor of Halifax, is also well 
remembered by some Nova 
Scotians as the man who or¬ 
dered all Mi'kmaq men, 
women and children scalped 
for a 10 pound sterling re¬ 
ward in 1749. 

Yesterday, on the National 
Aboriginal Day of Action in 
Support of First Nations, the 
statue wore a brightly 
coloured one cent price tag 
and a small gathering of 
young adults from the Mi'k¬ 
maq community quietly re¬ 
quested the government get 
rid of the statue. 

"It's very hurtful," said 
Alana Lee, a Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity Social Work student. 

The history of Mi'kmaq 
people in Nova Scotia has 
been a painful one, Lee said.

Too tired to make 
good decisions? 


Study examines 
effects of napping 
on brain function

Jason Ivanoff's work is liter¬ 
ally putting people to sleep. 

Ivanoff, a psychology pro¬ 
fessor at Saint 
Mary's Uni¬ 
versity, has a 
$150,000 grant 
to study 
whether a 
quick power 
nap helps 
sleep-deprived 
people make 
better decisions. 

Over the next three years, 
Ivanoff, along with Ben 
Rusak of Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity and Chris Bowen of the 
National Research Council, 
will monitor subjects' brain 
activity before and after 
they've had naps. One sleep- 
deprived group will get 20- 


minute afternoon naps; an¬ 
other will get two-hour ones. 

"We really don't know 
much about the areas of the 
brain that become more ac¬ 
tive when we recuperate 
some of that sleep," Ivanoff 
said yesterday. 

Researchers have done 
studies on how sleep depri¬ 
vation affects medical doc¬ 
tors when they 
make complex de¬ 
cisions, but 
Ivanoff will evalu¬ 
ate how naps af¬ 
fect subjects when 
they're making 
simpler — but no 
less important — 
judgements. 

"If you have someone who 
comes in with chest pains, 
that could be something very 
serious, or it could be indi¬ 
gestion," Ivanoff said. The 
wrong decision, made 
quickly because of lack of 
sleep, could be just as dan¬ 
gerous as a shaking scalpel.

Beating elderly mother 
nets 18 months probation

On Feb. 23, 2007, 98-year-old 
Evelyn Bell sat awake all 
night at her kitchen table. 

She had a black eye, bruises 
and a fractured pinky finger 
— all remnants of a fight with 
her youngest son, Alan Muir 
Bell, the adult child who had, 
literally, spit in her face. 

He now faces 18 months' 
probation, anger management 
counselling, substance abuse 
treatment and mental health 
counselling. 

Crown attorney Melanie 
Perry said Bell's plea bargain 
last Friday was the best possi¬ 
ble for Evelyn Bell, who died 
last summer before she could 


testify in court. 

"The sentence was perhaps 
not as harsh as we would 
have liked to have seen, but if 
we hadn't been able to get 
(Evelyn Bell's) statement in, 
we wouldn't have had a case," 
said Perry, who also banned 
Bell from owning weapons, 
from drinking alcohol or tak¬ 
ing non-prescription drugs. 

Perry said the elderly are at 
higher risk of being taken ad¬ 
vantage of by those they trust, 
and the Crown wants people 
to know those who prey on 
seniors will be prosecuted. 

"When I imagine Evelyn 
Bell sitting at that table, afraid 
she was going to further en¬ 
rage her baby, it makes me 
feel ill," Perry said.

Schools facing 
a $3-million 
budget shortfall

The school board is consider¬ 
ing cutting teachers in light 
of a $2- to $3-million short¬ 
fall in provincial funding. 
"We've looked at our rev¬ 


enues, our expenditures, one¬ 
time expenditures, staffing, 
vacant positions — all those 
different kinds of combina¬ 
tions of options to put on the 
table," said Richard Morris, 
the board's financial services 
director. "We have numerous 
options that we've been look¬ 
ing at, that have been put 
into the mix." 

Earlier this month, the 
Halifax regional school board 


said cuts to the classroom 
were imminent unless the 
province ponied up more 
cash than what was outlined 
in the then-proposed provin¬ 
cial budget. It said the soar¬ 
ing costs of oil, a bill that's 


expected to grow by $2.4 mil¬ 
lion next year, would force 
them to start slashing in 
schools. 

The provincial budget has 
since passed, leaving the 
board to cut costs from 


within. 

And they're feeling the 
heat. 

This week, the Tri-county 
regional school board, which 
covers Yarmouth, Digby and 
Shelburne counties, an¬ 
nounced plans to lay off 24 
teachers and 18 central office 
positions including psycholo¬ 
gists and math and literacy 
mentors. 

Morris said that while the 


board's main concern has 
been to try and avoid cuts in 
the classroom, it's still possi¬ 
ble. 

"We've tried as much as 
we can to avoid that in the 
options we've been looking at 
this week, but until the su¬ 
perintendent has signed off 
on a final recommendation to 
bring to the board, anything 
is still on the table," he said.

Halifax taxpayers 
cover $ 15 M a year 

Halifax taxpayers are subsi¬ 
dizing federal police enforce¬ 
ment in metro to the tune of 
$ 15 million a year, the mayor 
said yesterday. 

Mayor Peter 
Kelly was in Que¬ 
bec City yesterday 
for the Big City 
Mayors' Caucus 
where the Federa¬ 
tion of Canadian 
Municipalities re¬ 
leased a report 
that said munici¬ 
palities across the 
country are subsidizing na¬ 
tional police costs by about 
$500 million a year. 

He said Halifax RCMP and 


Halifax Regional Police 
spend 23 per cent of their 
time dealing with federal re¬ 
sponsibilities and legislation, 
such as port security and 
drug crime enforcement. 

"We believe that the fed¬ 
eral government should be 
coming forward 
with an enhanced 
contribution to¬

Native Day of 
Action focuses on 
living conditions 

Canada cares less and less 
about the "third-world" living 
conditions faced by many of 
its native peoples, protesters 
said yesterday in the second 
annual aboriginal National 
Day of Action. 

Natives' frustrations have 
grown in recent years over the 
issues of poverty, health care 
and living conditions on many 
of the country's reserves. In¬ 
creasingly, there have been 
road blockades and standoffs 
between protesters and police, 
and sometimes violence. 

But yesterday's National 
Day of Action was peaceful, 
unlike 2007, when protesters 
east of Toronto shut down 
Canada's busiest highway. 

"There's no violence. We're 
trying to get our message 


across without breaking win¬ 
dows or smashing cars," Was- 
saykeesic told Reuters on the 
sidelines of the march through 
Toronto, where obvious signs 
of support from onlookers 
were scarce. 

More than any other group 


in Canada, aboriginals face 
poverty, crime, and poor 
health and housing. Unem¬ 
ployment and suicide levels 
are also highest among na¬ 
tives, especially on the remote 
reserves that dot the north.

Canadians have

Chemicals moved to 
avoid contamination 

A local official in Sichuan 
province withdrew from the 
prestigious Olympics torch 
relay as "atonement" for con¬ 
struction problems at col¬ 
lapsed schools, even as 
rescuers battled rain, lakes 
and chemicals in the after- 
math of the devastating May 
12 earthquake. 

Thousands of the quake's 
victims were children, killed 
when schools collapsed. In¬ 
spectors have taken samples 
of rubble to see if shoddy con¬ 
struction material was used. 

Lin Qiang, vice inspector of 
the Sichuan provincial educa¬ 
tional department, said col¬ 
lapsed buildings might have 
been more solid "if we educa¬ 
tional officials hadn't left loop¬ 
holes for corruption," 
according to the official Xin¬ 
hua news agency. He with¬ 
drew as torch bearer in the 
torch relay currently snaking 
around China before the Au¬ 
gust Olympic Games. 

The death toll from the 7.9 
magnitude quake is more than 


68,500 and is certain to rise 
further, with 20,000 missing. 
Aftershocks have toppled 
420,000 houses, most already 
uninhabitable. 

The massive reconstruction 
work has only just begun, and 
survivors are threatened by 
"quake lakes," formed by 
landslides, that could burst 
and flood downstream towns 
and dams. The Finance Min¬ 
istry has funnelled an extra 1 


billion yuan ($144.2 million 
US) into relief work on an es¬ 
timated 35 dangerous lakes 
formed by landslides, in addi¬ 
tion to 400 million yuan al¬ 
ready alloted to work on 
smaller, damaged dams. 

China has evacuated more 
than 150,000 people living 
below the biggest of the quake 
lakes at Tangjiashan. It was 
created when landslides 
blocked the Jianjiang river 


above Beichuan, near the epi¬ 
centre. About 5,000 tonnes of 
chemicals, including sulphuric 
and hydrochloric acid, were 
moved out from downstream, 
media said. The danger posed 
by chemicals was shown yes¬ 
terday, when rain-soaked bags 
of disinfectant chlorine 
erupted in caustic, billowing 
smoke, injuring eight paramil¬ 
itary police in Beichuan.

The United Nations is step¬ 
ping up efforts to combat 
malaria, cholera and other 
diseases in Myanmar that are 
now the main threat to mil¬ 
lions left homeless by this 
month's cyclone, a senior offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

Stagnant water in the wake 
of the cyclone and storm 
surge, which left up to 2.4 
million people destitute, has 
created ideal breeding condi¬ 
tions for malaria and dengue, 
said World Health Organiza¬ 
tion assistant director-general 
Eric Laroche. 

Laroche heads the interna¬ 
tional health operation 
formed to deal with the after- 
math of Cyclone Nargis,

Bourdon’s death devastating 



Former Cape Breton Screaming Eagles defenceman Luc Bourdon had a prom¬ 
ising career ahead of him with the Vancouver Canucks before his tragic death 
yesterday in a motorcycle accident near his hometown of Shippagan, N.B. 


Maritime NHLer killed 
in motorcycle accident

The news of Luc Bourdon's death 
travelled quickly through a devas¬ 
tated Maritime hockey community 
yesterday. 

Bourdon, a Shippagan, N.B., native 
who played for the Cape Breton 
Screaming Eagles in 2006-07, died at 
age 21 in a motorcycle crash near his 
hometown. He had played 36 games 
in the NHL with the Vancouver 
Canucks. 

"When I got the call, I couldn't be¬ 
lieve it... Everything came to a stop 
around me," said Hammonds Plains 
native Brad Marchand, who won a 
gold medal as a teammate of Bour¬ 
don's with Canada at the 2007 world 
junior championship. 

'A lot of people are mourning over 
his death. A lot of people had a lot of 
love for him. A lot of people cared for 
him. And a lot of people are going to 
miss him greatly." 

Bourdon's stepmother, Maryse 
Godin Bourdon, fought back tears as 
she told Metro Vancouver the gifted 
defenceman was pronounced dead at 
the scene at around 12:30 p.m. 

"He had a very tragic accident with 


his bike," she said. "I was there... and 
it was very bad. We can say nothing." 

Shippagan RCMP have not con¬ 
firmed the victim's identity, but re¬ 
leased a report that said a motorcycle 
driver died in a head-on collision with 


an oncoming transport truck on 
Highway 113 near Lameque, N.B. An 
investigation is ongoing. 

Canucks general manager Mike 
Gillis said in a statement the organi¬ 
zation is "deeply saddened" by the 


news. 

Bourdon showed tremendous 
promise in his short career. He was a 
first-round pick of the Canucks (10th 
overall) and won two gold medals 
with Canada's world junior team. 

Marchand, who was actually 
traded for Bourdon in a Quebec Major 
Junior Hockey League transaction in 
2006, heard the news from Bourdon's 
former Moncton Wildcats teammates 
and HRM natives Alexi Pianosi and 
Nathan Welton. 

"He was an unbelievable hockey 
player, very gifted," Marchand said. 
"He was one of those defencemen you 
hate to play against but you love to 
have on your team." 

The Screaming Eagles acquired 
Bourdon midway through the 2006- 
| 07 season, and the 6-foot-2, 200- 
j= pounder helped the team advance to 
m the QMJHL semifinals. 

| Eagles president Paul MacDonald 
=1 called Bourdon a "very quiet, re- 
| served young man" and a "very good 
£ teammate" who "fit in right away" 
when he arrived in Sydney. 

'Although he was in Cape Breton 
for a very short time, he enjoyed his 
time here and he was a true profes¬ 
sional," MacDonald said. "He loved 
playing hockey, he loved his team¬ 
mates, and he loved his hometown 
and his family. It is a sad day."

Canadian teams keep NHL afloat

NHL’s poor sisters 


» Eight U.S. teams — the Phoenix Coyotes, the Florida 
Panthers, Chicago Blackhawks, New York Islanders, At¬ 
lanta Thrashers, Washington Capitals, Nashville Predators 
and St. Louis Blues — generated less than half the amount 
of ticket revenue this season of the Edmonton Oilers and 
Ottawa Senators. At $1.2 million in ticket revenue per 
game, the Oilers and Senators garnered the least amount 
of ticket money among Canadian clubs. 


Six teams boast 
31% of league’s 
revenues: Report 

A secret NHL report detailing 
the ticket revenues of its 30 
teams reveals what Canadian 
hockey fans have long sus¬ 
pected and offers a com¬ 
pelling case for putting more 
teams north of the border. 

The six Canadian teams 
account for 31 per cent of the 
$1.1 billion US in league 
ticket revenue, and have 
gone through league-leading 
double-digit increases over 
last season, according to the 
internal NHL report. 

Overall, the league has 
seen its ticket revenue rise al¬ 
most 10 per cent, but 11 of 
the 24 U.S.-based clubs were 
either revenue-flat or lost 
ticket income. 

Atop the list of income 
winners is the Toronto Maple 
Leafs, who nudged out the 
Montreal Canadiens to lead 


the league this past season 
with $1.9 million worth of 
ticket revenue per game. 
Based on 41 home games, 
that's $77.9 million a year — 
not counting revenue from 
preseason games. A year ago, 
the Leafs generated $1.5 mil¬ 
lion a game, according the re¬ 
port obtained by the Star 
from several league sources. 

The increase in the value 
of the Canadian dollar may 
be responsible for as much as 
half of the league's revenue 
gains since the NHL went 
through the lockout of 2004- 
05, say several sources famil¬ 
iar with NHL finances. 


"If you take out the Cana¬ 
dian teams, which have done 
so well since the lockout 
largely because of the Cana¬ 
dian dollar, the league's rev¬ 
enues are actually only 
growing at a two per cent clip 
per year," says an executive 
with a U.S.-based NHL team, 
who requested anonymity. 

The NHL has refused com¬ 
ment on the internal report, 
but NHLPA executive direc¬ 
tor Paul Kelly has reviewed 
the document and said it 
highlights the importance of 
placing more franchises in 
Canada, instead of the U.S.

Time for Zetterberg, 
Datsyuk to step up play 

Henrik Zetterberg remembers another 
time when his coach tried to break him. 

His Red Wings were in Minnesota this 
season, sweating out a practice, and 
Mike Babcock decided to make a point. 
The night before, Zetterberg and Pavel 
Datsyuk — Detroit's two star forwards 
— had let their shifts creep up to aver¬ 
age over a minute. 

So the coach skated them hard in a se¬ 
ries of one-minute sprints, over and over 
until their legs burned. 

"We had to skate the length of our 
shifts. My shift lengths were 1:01," re¬ 
called Zetterberg. "We were bag skating 
for a minute, seven or eight times. And 
he said, 'You can't play like this.' We 
pretty much agreed. He's been on us a 
few times over the year." 

Babcock was on his stars again yes¬ 
terday, re-emphasizing that less is more 
when it comes to ice time. In Wednes¬ 
day's game, Zetterberg's ice time drifted 


up to an average of 51 seconds over 29 
shifts. Datsyuk averaged 50 seconds 
over 27 shifts. Babcock would like to see 
that down around 35 seconds per sortie, 
which he concedes actually means you 
are likely get the player off the ice after 
about 40. 

The difference doesn't sound signifi¬ 
cant but where it hurts, besides in the 
quad muscles, is at the end of longer 
shifts, players are more prone to make 
mistakes or to lose races for the puck. It 
also hurts the flow of other players who 
are out of the game longer. 

"We want them to play that many 
shifts but we want the tempo coming off 
our bench to be better," said Babcock. 

It's easier said then done. 

"Sometimes if you've been on there 
for 30 seconds and you have a chance to 
go out for another rush, it's tough to go 
to the bench," said Zetterberg. "Some¬ 
times you want to create some more of¬ 
fence. Sometimes you get caught out 
there and you pay for it in the end." 

Ice time would be less of an issue if 
Zetterberg and Datsyuk were actually 


producing. But Detroit's 
two big gunners have 
only one goal — 
from Zetterberg 
— in the first three 
games of the Stanley 
Cup final. They were 
held pointless in 
Wednesday's 3-2 loss 
and Datsyuk has yet 
to pick up a point in 
the series. Zetter¬ 
berg has an assist. 

Zetterberg 
knows Wednes¬ 
day's game wasn't 
his finest hour. 

"I take some of 
the blame for the 
loss," he said. "I 
played a lot of minutes 
and I was on the ice for 
one of their goals and I 
was not on the ice for any 
of ours so for sure I take 
some of the blame."

John Stevenson and Mark 
Osborne have long been 
martial arts movie fans, 
but they quickly learned 


there was a major differ¬ 
ence between loving the 
genre and making a film 
using its many trademark 
conventions. 

Add to that challenge 
the complex animation of 
a wide array of animals 
ranging from jungle cats 
to snakes and one can 
begin to appreciate the 
difficult task the co-direc- 
tors faced on the set of the 


new film Kung Fu Panda. 

“All of our characters 
are animals and are 
furry,” Stevenson points 
out. 

“Doing fur well is a very 
complex and computer¬ 
processing intensive thing. 

Then there’s the cloth¬ 
ing with Chinese robes 
and things. You put fur 
and cloth together before 
they start doing anything 


else, you have these very 
difficult interactions 
which have to be taken 
(into consideration).” 

When an overweight 
panda — Kung Fu Panda’s 
protagonist —named Po 
(Jack Black) is deemed the 
‘Chosen One’ in a prophe¬ 
cy, he must train under 
Master Shifu (Dustin Hoff¬ 
man) to confront the evil 
warrior Tai Lung (Dead- 
wood’s Ian McShane) in a 
battle for the ages. 

The problem is, Po is a 
tad under-qualified for the 
task and must first over¬ 
come hurdles such as his 
voracious appetite and 
general laziness before he 
can save China from Tai 
Lung’s wrath. 

To call this sort of un¬ 
dertaking an animated lo¬ 
gistical nightmare would 
be an understatement, one 
made even more complex 
by the fact that those 
aforementioned animals 
engage in complicated and 
realistic martial arts 
moves based on the origi¬ 
nal five kung fu fighting 
styles: crane, mantis, 
snake, tigress and monkey. 

“The biggest challenge 
of all was not only to 
make our kung fu look 
great, but have a story sig¬ 
nificance and make sure 
we were telling a story 
throughout those fights so 
it wasn’t just people fight¬ 
ing for the sake of cool 
fighting,” the Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated Osborne explains. 

While the film is built 
entirely around Black’s 
brand of humour, the co¬ 
directors approached the 
project from a unique per- 
| spective. 

^ Their challenge was to 
| blend comedy and gen- 
| uine martial arts in a way 
i that would please young 
| audiences, as well as kung 
fu fans, without looking 
like a parody or a reinven¬ 
tion of the genre. 

“(We thought) what if 
Akira Kurosawa shot a 
Jerry Lewis movie?” Os¬ 
borne recalls. 

“What about a great, 
epic, beautiful, real, for¬ 
mal kung fu world with 
this central character? 

“With Jack being the im¬ 
petus, it made it clear we 
could have these two 

I worlds collide with each 
other and let the comedy 
come from that situation.”

years older, four years 
wiser and her return is 
four years overdue in the 
minds of fans.

“I think (direc¬ 
tor) Michael Patrick King 
and I wanted to give (the 
fans) everything they 
thought they wanted and 
everything they didn’t 
know they wanted and 
that was really to push on 
that bruise of despair and 


disappointment and really 
live in it.” 

“I’m very interested in 
the kind of experience it is 
to suffer loss and disap¬ 
pointment at 40 than it is 
at 20 and I think that’s re¬ 
ally what this movie is 
about, is being a grown-up 
and understanding your 
own complic¬ 
ity and dis¬ 
appointment 
and how 
friends are 
necessary 
and vital.” 

The film 
reunites Car¬ 
rie with Mi¬ 
randa (Cyn¬ 
thia Nixon), 

Charlotte 
(Kristin 
Davis) and 
Samantha 
(Kim Cattrall) as they con¬ 
tinue on with their lives in 
New York City — and in 
Samantha’s case Los Ange¬ 
les — but with a few plot 
twists that uproot their 
lives and put their friend¬ 
ship to the test. 

The challenge with reviv¬ 
ing a television show such 
as Sex And The City for the 
big screen, of course, is 
finding a way to make it rel¬ 
evant for fans who have 


been there since the very 
beginning and for those 
who may not have seen the 
show during its 1998-2004 
run. 

Then there is the rele¬ 
vance of the characters 
themselves, icons to some 
for their frank talk about 
sex, relationships and the 
realities of 
life as a 
woman jug¬ 
gling her 
personal and 
professional 
lives — not 
to mention 
ample talk 
of designer 
clothing and 
high-priced 
shoes. 

“I don’t 
know that 
they’re rele¬ 
vant,” Parker concedes. “I 
don’t think that’s for me 
to say ... I don’t know how 
relevant they are or what 
the legacy of the show will 
or will not be, or the 
movie.

Learning to Liv with The Strangers 



Tyler calls horror 
role one of her 
most challenging

NflU'Jill IF WATCHING 

the physical turmoil Liv 
Tyler’s character endures 
in the movie The 
Strangers seems all too 
real, that’s because some 
of it is. 

Described as one of her 
most challenging roles to 
date, the 30 -year-old ac¬ 
tress had to jump out of 
windows, crawl outdoors 
in the dark and run bare¬ 


foot amid a movie set 
staged for terror. 

“My whole body was 
kind of covered in bruises. 

“I had burns on my feet 
from sliding against the 
floor and crawling against 
the floor that were still 
there after a year,” ex¬ 
plains Tyler, who plays 
Kristen, one part of a cou¬ 
ple who gets terrorized by 
three masked strangers in 
a remote vacation home. 

Well-known for her role 
as Arwen in the Lord of 
the Rings trilogy and ap¬ 
pearances in father Steven 
Tyler’s Aerosmith videos, 
Tyler says she’s always 
been a horror flick fan. 


“I’m a shallow jerk and 
I grew up obsessed with 
horror movies and loved 
them,” she recalls, adding 
she used to watch 
Creepshow, Tales From the 
Crypt and the Twilight 
Zone with her mom. 


Yet, Tyler doesn’t con¬ 
sider The Strangers a 
“straight up horror 
movie.” 

She says what attracted 
her to the role was the re¬ 
lationship between the 
two main characters. 


“The depth of the char¬ 
acter (motivated me to 
take the role)... You feel for 
these characters and con¬ 
nect with them and under¬ 
stand them in a way that 
you wouldn’t normally if 
that layer wasn’t there.” 

So what scares her in 
real life? 

“I grew up in Maine in 
my aunt’s big house and I 
was always scared of the 
dark and scared of what’s 
under my bed. I still to 
this day when I go into a 
hotel, I don’t know why, I 
always look under the bed 
and I’m nervous to touch 
my feet down onto the 
ground...

Latest album more 
collaborative, 
sextet says

IT WAS A PRETTY rushed 
recording process — just 
two weeks in the studio — 
but the feeling was re¬ 
laxed. So much so, that 
even the album producer 
was cracking jokes. 

“It was so easy, so much 
easier than the last 
record,” said Tim Baker, 
who was in Halifax late 
last year with the rest of 
Hey Rosetta! to record 
their new album, Into 
Your Lungs (And Around 
In Your Heart And On 
Through Your Blood). 

Joining them at the 
Music Room and Sonic 
Temple was Canadian mu¬ 
sician Hawlcsley Work¬ 
man, who helmed the 


studio sessions and pro¬ 
duced the release. 

“He was really down to 
earth and really funny,” 
Baker, the group’s vocalist 
said about Workman. “He 


is unbelievably funny, like 
a stand up comic.” 

Being released on Tues¬ 
day, the album comes on 
the heels of the St. John’s 
sextet’s acclaimed debut 
EP, Plan Your Escape, and 
performances that gar¬ 
nered the group Canada¬ 
wide attention and East 
Coast Music Award nomi¬ 
nations. 

As was the case with the 
first release, the album 
was written by Baker. 
While many of the earlier 
tunes were penned in pre¬ 
musical success isolation, 
these were written on the 
road and with other musi¬ 
cians around. 

“The first one was just 
me writing, alone, and 
then trying to fit the band 
into it,” Baker said. “This 
one was very much writ¬ 


ten for the band and as a 
product of touring and 
playing. 

“I think it is a bit more 
collaborative,” he added, 
saying that the other 
members collaborated on 
the rhythm of the songs. 
“The structure is there, 
but we have to fit it all to¬ 
gether.” 

Baker said the new 
album gives a glimpse at 
how Hey Rosetta! has 
grown as a band. The EP 
came out when the mem¬ 
bers had only been to¬ 
gether for a few months. 

“I am pretty excited. We 
have been living with 
these songs for a long 
time, we’ve been playing 
them for two years,” he 
said. “It is nice to get it 
out of our hands and have 
people hear it.”

"Ms. Campbell has today been charged with three of¬ 
fences of assaulting a constable, one offence of disorderly 
conduct likely to cause harassment, alarm or distress and 
two offences of using threatening, abusive words or be¬ 
haviour to cabin crew," a CPS statement said. 

If convicted she faces up to six months in jail 
and a maximum fine of $ 10,000 for the al¬ 
leged assault. She also faces a $5,000 fine 
if convicted of using threatening, abusive 
words or behaviour to cabin crew. 

Campbell was granted bail and is 
due to appear at Uxbridge Magistrates 
L Court, west London, next month.
